THE GERRYMANDER BILL. 


At the last session of Congress the bill 


introduced by McComas, of Maryland, to 
prevent gerrymandering was reported favor- 
ably but did not come to a final vote. This 
bill proposed to take away from the States 
the power to shift Congressional districts 
in accordance with the political views of 
the dominant party in the Legislature, and 
to maintain the boundaries when once fixed 
tor a period of at least ten years, to corre- 
spond with the apportionment o! members 
of Congress. 


The coming session should take this bill 


up at the earliest moment and carry it 
through. There n^-eds no other argument 
but the cowardly and disgraceful conduct 
of the Ohio Legislature in robbing McKin- 
l»y of hia seat, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle,' to convince any faii-minded 
man of the absolute necessity for such a 
law. In his original district McKinley was 
certain of re-election, and became he was 
certain, that is, because the people of his 
district respected, trusted and admired him, 
and desired him to represent them m Con- 
gress, the Democratic Legislature of Olrio 
changed his district so »s to confront him 
with 3,000 Democratic majority. In spite 
of these enormous odds be was beaten by 
only a very email ninjonty, his fight being 
one of the most gallant ones in the annals 
oi American political history.

Suggestions to the MemberHby the Stale 


Press. 


Now t'oAt tho electiou is over and the 


n»xt Legislature ia overwhelmingly Bepnb- 
lioan and inasmuoh as both patties in their 
State platforms resolved in favor of Ihe 
Australian ballot system, it becomss the 
duty o? the coming session to provide lor 
that system of voting ia Nevada. lu some 
States, says the Elko Independent, where 
that system is in operation, it is provided 
that where a voter makas oath that he is 
unable, either from physical or illiterate 
causes, to make oat his tiotet he can 
a man in the booth to make out his ticket 
for him. In oise of physical disability this 
is, perhaps, all right, as in the case of a 
k man who baa lost both hands; bat (or 
illiteracy there shonld be no suoh provi- 
sion, aa snob, a proviso would permit the 
purchase of the illiterate vote, as well as 
the vote oi anyone who, for a few doll»H, 
would make oath that he could not make 
out his own ticket. The object of the Aus. 
tralian ballot is mainly to prevent vote 
buying, and the law should be »o framed as 
to accomplish the object sought. 


The Statute, whoo, enact-d, should pro- 


Tide that after the 1st day of January, 1894, 
no person who cannot on acooant of illiter 
acy, prepare liis own ballot, shall be per- 
mitted to vote. This wouli give every 
man who cannot read ample time to learn 
enough to read plain print with 
sufficient 


accuracy to prepare bis ballot so as to vote 
for the candidates whom ha wishes to see 
elentad. All members elected to the 
teeuth session of the Nevada Legislature 
should DOW begin to formulate a plan 
inaugurate tha Australian ballot system of 
voting in accordance with the wishes of the 
people of Nevada, regardless of party.

Crushing Still in Progress at Watson 


Tllle—The Sugar Bounty. 


The crushing of sugar beeta is going o 


steadily at tha WatsonviUe factory, say 
the Bulletin. This work began this Beaso 
Septembor 20th and will continue, acoor 
ing to indications, through the presen 
month. This U the longest season sine 
the "sngarie" was started, and the conse 
quent output of sugar will be much great* 
WhEn the season opened beets were on 
and crushed at the rule of ubout 300 ton 
daily, bnt now it is & poor day when In 
big machines do cot draw in 400 tons 
When this quantity of betts goes in ftiH 
44 tons, or over 10 per cent of crude snga 


CODQOS out. The calculation ia that the sea 
son's ontput of crude sngar will not be fa 
short of 2,500 tons. Last season 2,000 toe 
wera produced, the season before (1888 
the first season of the factory, about 1,60 
ton?.

The Bounty law pro 
vides "That on and after July 1, 1891, and 
until July 1, 1905, there shall be paid from 
any moneys in the Treasury, not other- 
wise appropriated, under the provisions of 
Section 3,689 of the Revised Statnteg, to 
the producer of sngar testing not less than 
9CP by the polariscope, from beets, sorg- 
hum or sugar-cane, grown within the 
\j: lied States, or from maple sap pro 
dacod in the United States, a bounty of 2 
cents per pound; and upon such saga* test- 
ing less than 903 by the polarisoope, and 
not less than SO", a bounty of 1% cants per 
ponnfl, iinder suoh rules and regulations as 
the Commissioner of Internal Bevenne, 
with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, shall prescribe."
